The accented letters, Spanish n, a with 
downward nceent, o with horizontal accent, i 
with upward accent, u with horizontal accent, 
u with circumflex accent, may perhupx be 
thought preferable to y mut ut U, but are not 
ut hand in overy printing-office. Doubling a 
letter prolongs its sound ; ns (if tho distinction 
be thought necessary) an kaar, faar, Saar, (care, 
fuir, thore). 

With this alphabet, the whole art of pro- 
nouncing and spelling English words may be 
“put in a nut-sholl.” Thus: 


Rule First, for the Reader.—PRronounce ull 
the letters you sec. 


Rule Second, for the Writer.—Wnite all 
the sounds you hear, and no more. 


Rule of Accent.—Words of two or three syl- 
lables have their accent on the first, of more 
than three syllables on the last but two. Words 
forming excepfions to this rule have their place 
of accent indicated, by placing before the ac- 
cented vowel a turned period, (°). 


Spocinl forms for capitals discarded. A word 
may bo “capitalized” by commencing it with a 
full-face letter; and may be “emphasized” sby 
spacing, full-fucing, ialicizing, Space- 
ing and full-facing, or spacing 
and ttalicizing. 

Thore being no silent letter nor variableness 
of value, a word at the end of a line may be 
divided in the midst of a syllable as properly as 
at the end of it.
